~1'he Board of Honith are now engaged in visit-
ing the various tooalitics in our city where the
cholera has been the most lutal, for the purpose
of adopling such sauitary measures as will be
likely to prevent the spread of the disease. On
Tue:day the Bonrd vialted Chancery lane and
Coombs' alley, running from Arch street, and
between Front and Hecond, Here they found s
pumber o! cella tenements which were in such
& condition tha! the Sanitary Committee ordered
them closed al once. There have been & pum-
her of fatel caves in this luf.'flhli'.

Brinton sfreet, running north from Master
and between Fourth and Pilth streets, was alsp
visited, Here they found three persons saffer-
ing trom cnolera, all of whom died darivg last
night. The tenements in this street were tound
1o be clean, and nothing likely to engender the
disease discovered; but o slaughter-nouse is
looated in the immediate vicioity, and from this
an offensive smell omanated, The Committee
examined ithe premises, apd concluded not to
elose the house, but gave instractions to have
the premises thoroughly cleansed and digin-
fected,

The Kensington Waler Works were alan no-
ticed, and botties of water taken from the Deli-
ware at the point at which it is taken up by the
wmpe and from the busin, for future examina-
lon. The water in the basin was found to be
low, but it appeared to be clonr and pure, a8 but
little gediment was found in the bottle contsin.
ing the water from tohe basing it will, however,
be apnalyzed before any noal report is made
upon the subject,

The physiciang throughout the city reported
to the Board yesterday fiftcen new cases and
five deatbs, Amoung the cases veported were
five from Martinsville, in the lower scotion of
the city; the filthy condition of this place was
reporied vpon by the Sanitary Commilice on
Monday Inst, Tbhree or four cases were Jocated
in the vicinity of Thirty-il(th and Sansom streets,
West Philadelphia, st which point the discase
arpnnn tn be spreading. The Board yesterday
visited this spot, as well us the Almshouse, to
see what fction was necessary to improyve the
sanitary condition of the places numed, One
case was reported to have occurred on the west
glde of the Schuylkill, near the Gray's Ferry
Bridge, and that was nl=o visited,

At the regular meeting of the Bourd vesterday
reeolutiong were adopted expressive of sympathy
for the fnmily of the lute Albert Fiughes, an old
and faithiul oflicer of the Bourd, whn died
at the office from cholern, on Tuesday night.
The deceased wus attended from the time of hig
attack uutil his death by Drs, Ward, Taylor, and
La Roche,
